Oct. 4, from a platform erected at 
the rear of the Court House at Leba¬ 
non. It being county eourt day a big 
crowd was in town and Mr. Lewis was 
faced by a large and representative 
audience when he was introduced in a 
few well chosen words by Mr. Steve 
Noe.

DOES POULTRY ON FARM PAY? 


tf Same Care and Attention Given a 
fee Other Stock Chicken* Become 
Moat Profitable. 


We often hear aome of our farmers 
■ays: “Mjr poultry does not pay. I 
set very few em during the summer 
and none at all during the winter." 
If yon will take the trouble to lnvea- 
tlgata this farmer’s' flock of poultry 
Too will say at once it’s no wonder 
that his flock of poultry does not pay. 

It seems strange that the average 
farmer qrho will take. good care of 
his cows, horses, pigs and sheep will 
let hla flock of poultry shift for them¬ 
selves and not furnish them very 
much to shift on, either. Usually 
their house is an old shed in too poor 
a condition to keep anything else In. 
with lea'ky roof, cracks in the side for 
ventilation, some old poles for perches, 
-perhaps not cleaned out more than 
once a year, a good breeding place for 
Wes, but a poor place for poultry If 
you expect It to pay. 

Then bis flock Is mongrel bred, all 
sites, shapes and colors, and while 
this same farmer will probably take 
particular pains to get the best blood

'possible in his cattle and other live , 
stock, he never thinks of improving| 
the site or laying quality of bis "poul¬ 
try. 

Then for feeding in summer they j 
shift for themselves. This will prob-. 
ably do when the flock has plenty of | 
free range, but in the winter It is i 
about the game thing, with com add-, 
ed as the principal diet. No water ex- ! 
cept occasionally when they happen 
to think of it. Is It any wonder that 
this farmer’s poultry does not pay? I 

Now change this plan and take care 
of your poultry as you do your other 1 
stock, and see bow quickly they re- 1 
■pond to good treatment and become 
the best property you have on the i 
farm. If you have not time yourself. | 
turn them over to your wife, daughter , 
or boy. Furnish them a good, warm | 
building, where they can be kept j 
clean; use judgment in feeding; give! 
plenty of all kinds of grain, not too j 
much com. except at night in winter; 
have fresh water before them all the 
time; you will probably be surprised 
to see the amount of water they will J 
drink; give them the scraps from the | 
table and green vegetables chopped 
fine occasionally. The % small potatoes 
boiled make an excellent feed for a 
change. Keep plenty of grit and oy¬ 
ster shells where they can reach it 
handily and a little charcoal also. Try 
this plan for a while and keep account 
of all expenditures and receipts and 
we will guarantee that your poultry 
will psy. 

Don’t keep poor stock. It does not 
cost any more to feed a well-bred 
flock of Black Spanish. White or' 
Brown Leghorns. Wyandottes or Ply¬ 
mouth Rocks than it does to keep 
scrubs that will weigh from four to 
five pounds each. Sell off the old 
stock for what they will bring and 
start in right with a few full-blooded 
birds that you will be proud to see 
about the farm. At this season of the 
year you can buy first-class stock veVy 
reasonable and now is the time to 
make your staft. Remember that 
poultry floes pay. 

We now have plenty of poultry 
farms from Maine to California. The 
figures for the industry in the United 
States are almost beyond belief and 
still credible. Many poultrymen have 
incomes of from 15,000 to $20,000 an¬ 
nually from poultry alone and still 
many think that poultry does not pay 
They will return more for the amount 
invested than any other stock kept on 
the farm. 

POULTRY YARD NOTES. 

Buttermilk ranks next to skim milk 
In feeding value. 

Feed the hens plenty of good, bulky 
nutritious food made up of egg mate¬ 
rials or fat forming materials, depend¬ 
ent on whether you wish them to lay 
or to prepare them for market, but 
avoid drugs. 

Wood ashes should not be thrown 
into the poultry yard. It will bleach 
out and injure the shanks and toes of 
the fowls, and it Is a waste of good 
fertilizing material that ought to go 
on the garden. 

A clean poultry house puts money 
Into the farmer's or poultry raiser's 
pocket. 

Chickens are fond of sour milk, and 
Tt is good for them. 

No matter how much people may 
sneer you can make good money with 
poultry at present prices for eggs and 
fowls. If you do not the fault is all 
Tour own. 

Keep Lice from Poultry. 

A good method for keeping lice from 
troubling the poultry at night, ia to 
suspend the roosting poles by wires 
from tha rafters of the house. If the 
■poles are smooth, the lice will not re¬ 
main on them if they are there at all. 
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PROGRESS OF PANAMA CANAL 

Exceedingly Dry Weether Which pie- 
vailed on Pacific Division j 
Accelerated the Work. 


Washington.—Gbod progress, it Is 
reported, is being made on the Mlik- 
flores locks of the Panama canal. Ecc- 
ceedingly dry weather which prevailed 
in the territory of the Pacific division 
about September 1 greatly acceler¬ 
ated the canal work. The small sllfle 
which developed in the lock has beiu 
checked, and the west toe of the d^m 
has been brought almost to the 4fl- 
foot level. 

The concrete work on the cement 
shed is entirely finished and GO.OOO 
bags of cement are at present storpd 
in It. The building has a capacity of 
280,000 bags. Cement testing machines 
and other machinery used in work 
have been Installed In the storehoiiw 
office. The work on the Mlrafloiiss 
power house ia progressing rapidly 
and It is nearly ready for use. 

Concrete work on the Gatun apd 
Pedro Miguel locks of the Panama 
canal has begun, according to tne 
canal commission. The first concrete 
on the former was laid August 24 lit , 
is being placed in the foundation iof ! 
the center wall, which will divide tke 
two south or upper locks. On the lat¬ 
ter the work was begun in the center i 
guide wall at the lower or south ehd 1

It la interesting to note which days 
of the week and what hour arejmost 
favored by those desiring to j take 1 
a leap in the dark." It appears, ac- I 
cording to the figures, that people 
have the least inclination to quilt this 
life on Saturday and Sunday. This is j 
explained by the fact that on I those 
days most men are Inclined toj view 
life somewhat more rosily. The (work¬ 
man receives his wages on Sulurday 
and on Sunday he is free anti can 
spend his time in society. or? else¬ 
where. and momentarily forgets his 
troubles. On Monday reaction] takes 
place and moral depression rets in. 
This ia borne out by the fact that th#' 
majority of suicides take place In that 
day. 

As far as time is concerned, fehortly 
after sunrise the fewest suicides are 
committed. The new day awakens 
fresh power and energy and invigor¬ 
ates the despondent man. With the 
ascent of the sun, however, tne num¬ 
ber of suicides Increases and J tow ard 
evening reaches the maximuii. Be¬ 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock at night the 
number of suicides is very gfeaL

The advertisement appears in the morning 
and the merchant figures out the net results in the 
evening. It is true that the bargain advertisement 
of today is of little, if any, use next week. It is for¬ 
gotten in twenty-four hours; but if the store makes 
a feature of genuine bargains, then each bargain sale 
helps to advertise the bargain department. The 
advertising ought to be done in such a way as to 
permanently advertise the department as well as to 
emphasize the bargains of the day. 

Don’t go at it as if you were advertising an 
auction sale. As I said at the outset, your store is the 
seed in the soil; the advertising is the rain and the 
sunshine. Inexperienced advertisers dig up the seed 
every evening to see if it is growing; or pull up the 
young plant by the roots because it didn't bear fruit 
or flowers the first week.
